USSIA began today a iS-year 
plan to abolish drouth and 
double the Soviet Union's grain 
harvest. The program was an- 
nounced jointly by the Cabinet and 
the Central Committee of the Com- 


/munist party. 


An outline in detail of the giant 


| scheme to ward off dust bowls by 


revolutionary reforestation 
schemes involving 300,000,000 acres 
of collective state farms was made 
in special editions of leading So- 


Viet newspapers yesterday. It took 


up five and one-half newspaper 
pages. 

“Nothing like it exists or can 
exist under the conditions of cap- 
italism,” one editorial said. 

However, all points of the pro- 
gram have long been followed in 
the United States under the gen- 
eral plan of soil conservation. 

The complex plan is meant te 
defend the richest agricultural re- 
gions from effects of the dread 
“sukhoveyi”-—hot dry winds from 
the Caspian and Central Asian 
deserts. 

It calls for: 

1. Planting eight basic systems 
of forest belts in four basic defense 
which all the dry winds 
from the Asian deserts must pass 
to enter European Russia. Total 
length of these is more than 3000 
miles. 


2. A field-by-field forest defense 
on every collective state farm in 
Russia — about 300,000,000 acres. 
Before 1965 these farms would 
Plant 15,000,000 aares of forest. 

3. Building of more than 45,000 
reservoirs and artificial ponds on 
collective state farms. These will 
be used for irrigation, manufac- 
ture of hydro-electric power and 
for maintaining high ground water 
level. 

4. A grandiose revolution of ag- 
ricultural processes. Eighty thou- 
sand collective farms in the next 
six years would be put on a new 
improved grass and crop rotation 
system. This is devised to pro- 
duce high grain harvest despite 
drouths and provide fodder for 
animals.

In-Honor of John Cochran 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I read in the Post-Dispatch a few days 
azo a suggestion, made in a letter in the 
“Letters from the People” column, that 
the new ‘veterans’ hospital be named in 
honor.of the late John J. Cochran. 

This would be a wonderful tribute to 
one of the most outstanding members 
ever to serve in the House of Represen- 
tatives. I have bcen interested in the 
idea since the - ~‘ect was authorized. 


' As the Vetercns Administration has 
no authority to designate a hospital by 
a name, on March 12, 1947, I introduced 
House Joint Resolution 149 to provide 
for the Gesignation of the hospital as 
the John J. Cochran Memorial Veterans 
Hospital. 

The. bill was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Veterans’ Affairs in the House of 
Representatives-and a hearing was held. 
Tiappedred before the committee and 
spoke in support of the bill. In addition 
I submitted all the letters I had received 
from individuals on the subject as well 
as several resolutions adopted by veter- 
ans’ organizations in the St. Louis area. 


The committee, however, declined to 
report the bill favorably on the grounds 
that it would set a precedent. Frankly, 
I think it would be a good precedent to 
eet. The veterans of St. Louis had no 
truer friend than the late John J. Coch- 
tan. His service was not only in legis- 
lative matters but to veterans individu- 
ally in connection with their claims for 
insurance, pensions and so forth. 

It was my privilege to be associated 
with Mr. Cochran for a long period, and 
through the years thousands of veterans 
came to him with their problems, He 
was always.willing to help whenever he 
could. 

The location of the hospital borders 
the Thirteenth District, which he repre- 
‘@einted;“tnd nothing would please me 


, fmore than to see the hospital named in 


. this honor.

Mr. Dewey Should Speak Up 

Gov. Dewey, we think, owes it to the 
to speak out more candidly than he is ing 
on the issues affecting their welfare. __. 

It is true that what he has said, together with 
his record as Governor of New York, seems to 
be enough to convince the voters that he should 
be made President. But the very fact that he 
‘is virtually certain to be elected merely under- 
lines his obligation to spéll. in terms of 
specific issues, what kind of leadership he will 
give them when he is inaugurated in January. 

He has no need to be cautious and reserved, 
but can afford.to draw the people to him by 
taking them into his confidence. For in a very 
real sense, Gov. Dewey no longer is running 
against President Truman so much as for his 
own place in history. 

History will record that the country needs not 
a President who largely confines himself to 
platitudes about “unity” but a great national 
leader who can state concretely what this de- 
mocracy needs and state it in terms that win 
popular support. 

In a few fields, especially in foreign relations 
——which in so far as policy is concerned is large- 
ly non-controversial anyway—Gov. Dewey has 
been fairly specific. On domestic issues he is 
for the most part far too general. 

Ten days ago the Post-Dispatch, in an editorial, 
asked Gov. Dewey to make concrete and specific 
his stand on federal aid for public housing. Gov. 
Dewey says that he favors federal aid to the 
states for low-cost housing projects. The Post- 
Dispatch inquired, among other things, what Mr. 
Dewey would do under such a policy if state 
legislatures refuse to pass laws enabling the 
state to co-operate in public housing projects. 
To the questions in that editorial, Gov. Dewey 
responded, “No comment.” 

Again, Gov. Dewey says he would, as Presi- 
dent, make a vigorous drive to restrain monopo- 
lies. The eagerness of some of his advisers in 
this field lends credence to his promise. 

But how would Gov. Dewey move against 

monopolies? Would he reform the patent laws 
so that they do not tend to foster cartels and 
combines as they now tend to do? Would he 
remove the great legal loophole that permits 
corporations to purchase the assets of competi- 
tors in cases where that would materially lessen 
competition in the industry? ' 
. Would he support Senator Capehart’s move to 
legalize the monopolistic basing-point price-fix- 
ing system, just as it finally has heen dealt a 
crushing blow by the Supreme Court? 

When they go to cast their votes, the citizens 
are entitled to answers to these questions and 
to similar questions on other major issues. 

Grover Cleveland would have answered these 
questions. Theodore Rooséveli would have an- 
swered them. Woodrow Wilson would have an- 
swered them. Franklin D. Rodsevelt, we think, 
would have answered them. 

Gov. Dewey should decide whether he wants 
to go down in history as a vigorous, courageous 
leader in the tradition of these great Presidents, 
or whether he wants to be known as a Coolidge, 
or something disappointingly in between Cool- 
idge and the others. 

He could make his decision known by the kind 
of speech he makes in Chicago is ansamned night.

In the first major case in which it has been 
applied, the Hobbs Anti-Racketeering Act has 
led to the conviction of three officers of a lo- 
cal teamsters’ union in Philadelphia.

Blackjacks Helpful 
. Shanghai---You Can 
‘Have It, Says Henry 


By Henry McLemore 


SHANGHAI, China 


F you'll furnish the wrapping paper and 
string, I'll give you a present. 
Shanghai 


You ‘can have it. 

We were here for 
three days before 
we flew up to Pei- 
ping, and on return- 
ing dislike it just as 
much as we did on 
our first visit. 

To begin with, it 
goes against the 
grain of an Ameri- 
can to have to pay 
tribute to keep from 
being shoved 
around, and that is 
what you have to 
do in Shanghai. 

The street ven- 
dors here come 
close to being gang- 

sters. Walk down a side street and 10 or 12 
of them will surround you, shove their bric-a- 
brac in your fdce, and demand that you buy 
something. There is no waving them away. 
The more you say “no,” the more they shove 
you against a wall or building. As a result, you 
give them money to get them out of the way. 


* * * 


THERE IS A flourishing business in black- 
jacks in Shanghai. They are sold on many 
corners, and tourists are advised to buy one and 
display it prominently as they walk about the 
streets. 

The first night we were in Shanghai we didn’t 
know the score and were foolish enough to argue 
with a “pushee-pushee” man crossing a bridge 
by rickshaw. He wanted money for giving the 
rickshaw one push as it started downhill. When 
I gave him none, figuring he hadn't done any- 
thing, he took a swing at me through the rick- 
shaw curtain and then ducked into the crowd. 
I told an M.P. about this and he advised me to 
get a blackjack. 

“The local cops won’t help you,” he said. “Get 
yourself a blackjack and let-:them have it.” 


* * * 


SHANGHAIr’S UNPLEASANTNESS is chiefly 
due to the millions of refugees who have come 
into the place since the civil war started. A 
recent census estimated Shanghai’s population 
at something more than 5,000,000, but it is gen- 
erally believed to be fully a million more than 
that. You never saw so many people in your life. 

The city limits reach for miles, yet a drive 
around the city is like surveying a rabbit hutch. 
Downtown, progress is all but impossible. On 
Nanking road, Peking road, Bubbling Well road 
and other main thoroughfares, automobiles, rick- 
shaws pedi-cabs, and horse-drawn vehicles are 
as packed as logs in a jam. The same is true 
of the traffic along the Bund. Often it requires 
15 minutes to cross an intersection, as the lights 
change, rechange, and change again. 


* * * 


BUT SHANGHAI is not all bad. It is a great 
place for a broke American, and that is what I 
am at the moment. It is against the law to 
have any foreign currency in your pockets. It 
must be gold yuan or nothing. I think I am 
right in saying that anyone found carrying dol- 
lars, say, is likely to be carted off to the jug and, 
after a day or two of languishing in same, either 
to have his ears cut off or shot shortly after 
sunrise. The man in charge of this drive against 
black market dealings in foreign money is the 
generalissimo’s son, and he is tougher than a 
two-bit steak.

ERVING dollar dinners is a 

real achievement these days. 

It. can be done when one: is 
willing to plan and to get out and 
shop. Foods can be bought most 
economically in the large markets. 

Foods should be bought in as 
large quantities as one has prac- 
tical storage place for them. Po- 
tatoes and apples bought by peck 
or even bushel save many a penny 
over those bought in two or 3- 
pound ots. Twenty-five-pound 
bags of sugar and flour, and a 
dozen cans of evaporated milk 
bought at one time add up to 
quite a little saving every month. 
When home canned fruits like 
peaches, pears, plums and apples, 
and vegetables such as tomatoes, 
beans and beets are put up one 
realizes enough saving to make 
it possible to include more of the 
fresh salad vegetables in present 
day dollar dinners. But right now 
canned foods are selling at quite 
reasonable prices. 

Chili Con Carne. 

One cup kidney or pinto beans, 
three cups cold water, one-half 
teaspoon salt, two tablespoons fat, 
three-fourths pound hamburger, 
two onions, size of egg, two smal! 
cloves garlic, one teaspoon salt, 
one-half small bayleaf, one cup 
water, one cup tomato juice or 
sieved canned tomatoes, one and 
one-fourth’ to one and  three- 
fourths teaspoons chili powder, 
one-half teaspoon sugar, one table- 
Spoon flour. 

Wash beans two or three times 
through cold water. Put into four 
quarts saucepan or Dutch oven. 
Add cold water and salt. Heat to 
boiling, reduce heat to simmering, 
cover and cook until beans are 
about tender, or 2 hours. Heat 
fat in skillet, add hamburger, 
chopped onion and garlic and 
cook over moderate heat, stirring

Seeing the Wrong Card. 


HIS happens all the time. A 
T player draws from the stock 

and gets hold of two or three 
cards and sees the face of some 
card other than the one he is en- 
titled to.
